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For the reasons given above, it is: 

Ordered that the request to reschedule the hearing to a 
date after April 5, 2006, is granted , and that a new date for the 
oral hearing will be sent to Applicants in due course. 

The new date shall not exceed more than three (3) 
months from the date of the previously set hearing date. If 
counsel believes that his health would still not permit him to 
make an appearance by that time, consideration should be made to 
retaining an associate counsel to represent the Applicants at the 
Oral Hearing. No further request for postponement will be 
permitted. Any further request for postponement will be treated 
as a waiver of the Request for Oral Hearing.
